cannot suppress an expression <5 f Ihe 
satisfaction and pride which I feci, at 
the fact that all my prophecies in regaid 
to the performance of his get, are in a 
fair way to he fully realised and that the 
liberality with which this distinguished 
horse of a renowned and unequalled 
Sire, has been patronsed, is likely to be 
more than compensated in a stock of 
horses possessing game and speed and 
beauty rarely equalled. There is no 
horse on the continent of America, known 
to me, native or imported that in a sea- 
son of restricted service has produced 
so much stock likely to prove first rate. 
It is a remarkable fact that in the sea- 
son which produced Eliza Baiiey &c , 
Columbus was suffered to serve but a 
limited number of mares, and out of that 
number not one that has been tri- 
ed, has disappointed the expectations ol 
its owner; eight or ten have been train- 
ed and run, of the produce of that sea- 
son. I have said on a former occasion, 
and I here again repeat; that the breed- 
ers of Kentucky have not paid sufficient 
attention to stoutness in their course of 
breeding. This is a great error. No 
stallion of Europe or America has been 
distinguished as a producer of racers to 
much extent; who had not this quality. 
Those uniform breeders Blaze and Herod 
if England, and Sir Archy and Eclipse 
of America, arc cases in point. Give 
me pure blood — an ancestry without blot 
or blemish, and then give me stoutness — 
ndicating a perfect constitution, and you 
cannot well fail to have a race horse. 

It is not to be expected that a thin flat 
sided, bnndy-leged, light boned skeleton 
shaped animal, if he even have foot can 
bare repeated contests, or run later than 
three or four years old, nor is it to be ex- 
pected that a stallion of the discretion 
named will produce stock other than like 
him. It has been regretted for two 
years past in our state by the breeders 
of the blood horse, that our stock were 
growing too much of this light-boned 
fiimsv character; our in and in course 
of breeding has injured our stock. I of- 
fer them in Columbus a cross which 
will he more remote; and a form best cal- 
culated to remedy the very defect alluded 
to: In regard lo the get of Columbus, I 

would add in addition to what I have said, 
that his colls are more uniforir.ily like 
him, than those of any stallion 1 have 
ever seen; possessing fine size smooth 
wide bone richness of coat, and in an em- 
inent degree that peculiar beauty of 
countenance which to he properly un- 
derstood must be seen. Three of them 
only have been exhibited at any fair in 
the stale — they all got premiums, at 
Danville. In regard to the performance 
of Columbus on the Turf, a list of his 
races and of the races run by his colls, 
would stretch this bill to too great a 
length, I will just add that in all Ins ra- 
ces between eighteen and twenty in 
number he lost but two, lie was beaten 
in those for the want of condition, (as 
testified by his trainers,) and before and 
afterwards beat both the nags by whom 
he was thus beaten. By a reference to 
his pedigree it will be seen that there is 
not in his veins one single drop of blood 
that is of doubtful character. — lie is 
more nearly related to the great English 
Eclipse than any horse in America, na- 
tive or imported. The performance of 
the two Alleys brought by me from Ten 
nessee last spring, is given below in ihe 
statement of Mr. Dunn their trainer.

Being called on by Mr. Thompson for my opin- 
ion in i elation to the stock prod need by his ho»f 
COLUMBUS, have no hesitation in saying that 
his colts are equal if not superior to those produ- 
ced by any horse in the state — generally very fine 
size and color, and in full possession of more 
power and higher form than any set of colls I 
have ever seen. I trained two of his colts last 
fall, and although they were quite loo low iu or- 
der when l took them, they exceeded all my 
I expectations. I ran Eliza Bailey at Crab Orch- 
•ard two miles aod repeal, won the first heat in 3m 
1 54s. notwithstanding, by a manoeuvre in the start 
! she ran more than a mile before she started for 
the heal, and was then in five minutes, compelled 
to go for the bent ; the second heat she was 80 
• yards behind at the start and lost the heat by one 
length iu 3m 56s. ; the third heat she (lost again

Colt of C. R. Golden’s, three mile heats, airii won, 
distancing his antagonist: — when 4 years old* Ire 
w on the two mile sweepstake, over the Union 
Course, L. I . beating five good horses. In the fall 
of the same year Ire w r as trained again, and ran 
nr tire $200 purse, two mile heats, over the Pough- 
keepsie course, which he won with ease, beating 
Hotspur, Timolcon, and a number of other cele- 
tnated horses. The night following, Iris groom 
foundered him — notwithstanding, on the last da) 
of the same month, (October) he won a sweep- 
stake, 3 mile heats, over the New Market Course, 
L. I ., beating Grey Roman (out of Ariel’s dam) 
and many others. Iu the winter following, he w as 
sold to a gentleman of Pennsylvania, and was to 
be delivered to him on the 1st of April, in cover- 
ing condition — the contract not having been ntade 
good on the pait of the purchaser, he was again 
put iu training and commenced w alking. On the 
6th of April, at the time he commenced training, 
ire was very fleshy — notwithstanding , on the 12th 
day of May following, he was entered for the $400 
purse, tlnee mile heats, which he w'on with ease, 
carrying 122lbs. beating the famous nrare Ariel, 
Bachelor and Yankee Maid - -time, first heat 5ur.

E VERY Farmer, perhaps, has some groin 
too rich for most vegetables. 'This is the 
very best kind for growing the common sma 
black mustard. A dung hill, if well rotted, is 
not too rich. It grows well where old buildings 
have stood. A quarter half an acre of this sort 
of ground would be well ’worth cultivating. '1 his 
much, the feeblest families, perhaps, could do. 
It would probably* from the experiments I have 
made, produce at the rale of thirty or forty bush- 
els an acre. It should he sown as early in the 
spring as the ground can be worked, and when 
ripe, reaped and laid in bands, and tw o or three 
day’s sun will dry it sufficiently for thrashing. — 
Tliis should he done on a sheet laid on some 
plank or on a thick sod of grass. Care must be 
taken to sift ihe trash out before it is put into the 
wind, or it will carry the seed away. When well

AN ADDRESS. 

Delivered by S. F. Austin of Texas, to a very 
laige audience of Ladies and Gentlemen in the 
second Presbyterian Church, Louisville, Ken 
tucky, on the 7th March, 1836. 

It is with the most unfeigned and heart- 
felt gratitude that I appear before this 
enlightened audience, to thank the cit- 
izens of Louisville, as I do in the name 
of the people of Texas, for the kind and 
generous sympathy they have manifes- 
ted in favor of the cause of that strug- 
gling country ; and to make a plain state- 
ment of facts explanatory of the contest 
in which Texas is engaged with the 
Mexican Government. 

The public has been informed, through 
the medium of the newspapers, that war 
exists between the people of Texas and 
the present Government of Mexico. — 
There are, however, many circumstan- 
ces connected with this contest, its ori- 
gin, its principles and objects which, 
perhaps, are not so generally known, 
and are indispensable to a full and prop- 
er elucidation of this subject. 

When a people consider themselves 
compelled by circumstances or by op- 
pression, to appeal to arms and resort to 
their natural rights, they necessarily 
submit their cause to the great tribunal 
of public opinion. The people o' Tex- 
as, confident in the justice of their cause, 
fearlessly and cheerfully appeal 
tribunal. In doing this the first step is 
to sohw, as I trust 1 shall be able to do 
by a succinct statement of facts, that 
our cause is just, and is the cause of 
light and liberty: — the same holv cause 
for which 



supposed that we severed all these ties — | 
the lies of nature and of education, and. 
went to Texas to grapple with the wil-j 
derness and with savage foes, merely) 
from a spirit of wild and visionary ad-:! 
venture, withoutiguaranties of prolec- j 
tion for our persons and property and j 
political rights? No, it cannot be be- I 
lieved. No American, no Englishman, 
j no one of any nation who has a knowl- 
edge of the people of the United States, 

[ or of the prominent characteristics of the 
j Anglo-Saxon race to which we belong — 
a race that in all ages and in all coun- 
j tries wherever it has appeared has been 
i marked for a jealous and tenacious 
[ watchfulness of its liberties, and for a 
J cautious and calculating view of the 
probab'e events of the future — no one 
who has a knowlodge of this race can or 
will believe that we removed to Texas 
without such guaranties, as free born 
and enterprising men naturally expect 
and reqnire. 

The fact is, we had such guaranties; 
for, in the first place the Government 
i bound itself to- protect us by the mere act 
of admitting us as citizens, on the gene- 
! ral and long established principle, even 
j in the dark ages, that protection and alle- 
giance are reciprocal— -a principle which 
j in this enlightened age has been extended 
j much further; for its received interpre 
I tation now is, that the object of govern- 
ment is the well being, security, and hap- 
piness of the governed, and that allegi- 
! giance ceases whenever it is clear, evi- 
dent, and palpable, that this object is in 
no respect effected. 

But besides this general guarantee, 
we had others of a special, definite, and 
positive character — the colonization laws 
of 1823, *25, inviting emigrants gen- 
erally to that country, specially guar- 
antied protection for person and prop- 
orty, and the right of citizenship. 

When the federal system and consti- 
tution were adapted in 1824, and the 
former provinces became States, Texas, 
by her representative in the Constitu- 
tional Congress, exercised the right 
which was claimed and exercised by all 
the provinces, of retaining within her 
own control, the rights and powers which 
appertained to her ns one of tho unities 
or distinct societies, which were confed- 
erated together to form the federal re- 
public of Mexico. But not possessing 
at that time sufficient population to be- 
come a State by herself, she was with 
her own consent united provisionally 
with Coahuila, a neighboring province 
or society, to form the State of Coahui- 
la and Texas, “until Texas possessed 
the necessary elements to prove a sepa- 
rate State of herself ." I quote the words 
of the constitutional or organic act pas- 
sed by tne Constituent Congress of Mex- 
ico, on the 7lh of May, 1825, which es- 
tablishes the State of Coahuila and Tex- 
as. This law, and the principles on 
which the Mexican federal compact was 
formed, gave to Texas a specific politi- 
cal existence, and vested in her inhabi- 
tants the special and well defined rights 
of self-government as a State of the 
Mexican confederation so soon as she 
“ possessed the necessary elements ." — 
Texas consented to the provisional un- 
ion with Coahuila on the faith of this 
guaranty. It was therefore a solemn 
compact, which neither the State of Con- 
huila and Texas nor the general govern- 
ment of Mexico can change without the 
consent of the people of Texas. 

In 1833 the people of Texas, after a 
full examination of their population and 
resources, and of the law and constitu- 
te this' l ' on > decided, in a general convention 
elected for that purpose, that the period 
hod arrived contemplated by said law 
and compact of 7th May , 1824, and that 
the country possessed the necessary ele- 
ments to form a State separate from Coa- 
huila. A respectful and humble peti-

in what country, or by what people it 
may be contended for. 

But a few years back Texas was a 
wilderness, the home of the uncivilized 
and wandering Comanche and other 
tribes of Indians, who waged a constant 
and ruinons warfare against the Spanish 
settlements. These settlements at that 
time were limited to the small towns of 
Bexar [(commonly called San Antonio) 
artid Goliad, situated on the western lim- 
Mb. The incursions of the Indians also 
extended beyond tho Rio Bravo del 
Norte, and desolated that part of the 
‘•oo untry. 

In order to restrain these savages and 
b) ring them into subjection, the Govern- 
D lent opened Texas for settlement. For- 
♦ :ign emigrants were invited and called 
to that country. American enterprise 
accepted the invitation and promptly 
responded to the call. The first colony 
of Americans or foreigners ever settled 
in Texas was by himself. It was com- 
menced in 1821 under a permission to 
my father, Moses Austin, from the Span- 
ish Government previous to the Inde- 



pendece of Mexico, and has succeeded 
surmounting those difficulties and dan-' 
gers incident to all new and wilderness 



Congress of Mexico, praying for the ad- 
mission ofTexas into the Mexican con- 
federation as a State. I had the honor 
of being appointed by the convention the 
commissioner or agent of Texas to take 
this petition to the city of Mexico, and 
present it to 'the government. I dis- 
charged this duty to the best of my fee 
ble abilities, and, as I believed, in a res- 
pectful manner. Many months passed 
and nothing was done with the petition, 
except to refer it to a committee of Con- 
gress, where it slept and was likely to 
sleep. 1 finally urged the just and con- 
stitutional claims of Texas to become a 
State In the most pressing manner, as I 
believed it to be my duty to do; repiesen- 
ting also the necessity and good policy 
of ibis measure, owing to the almost to- 
tal want of local good of any kind, the 
absidute want of a judiciary, the evident 
impossibility of being governed any lon-| 
ger hy r Coahuila, (lor three fourths of the 
Legislature were from there,) and the 
consequent anarchy and discontent that 
existed in Texas. It was my misfortune 
to offend the high authorities of the nil-! 
tion — my Irank and honest exposition of 
the truth was construed into threats.

“Art. 4. All the judges and tribunals 
ofthe States, and the administration of 
[justice, shall continue as hitherto, until 
the organic law relative to this branch 
be formed. The responsibilities ofthe 
functionaries w hich could only be inves- 
tigated before Congress, shall be refer- 
red to and concluded before the supreme 
court of the nation. 

“Art. 5. All the subaltern officers of 
the State shall also continue fo? the pres- 
ent, (the places which are vacant, or 
which may be vacated, not to be filled,) 
but they, as well as the offices, revenues 
and branches under their charge, remain 
subject to and at the disposal of the su- 
preme government of the nation, by 
means ot their respective governors.” — 
City of Mexico, Oct. 3d, 1835.

For the information of those who are! 
not acquainted with the organization of 
the Mexican Republic under the federal 
system and constitution of 1824, it may 
be necessary to state that this constitu- 
tion is copied, ns to its general principles, 
from that of the United States. The 
general Congress had the same organi- 
zation and was elected in the same man- 
ner. A Senate elected by the State 
Legislatures for four years, and a House 
of Representatives elected by the people 
for two years. A President and Vice 
President elected for four years, and re- 
movable only by impeachment and trial. 
The mode of amending the constitution 
was clearly fixed. The powers of the 
States were the same in substance as the 
States of the United States, and in some 
instaneqp greater. During the recess 
of Congress, half the Senate formed the | 
council of government. 

By keeping these facts in view, and 
then supposing the case that the Presi- 
dent and Congress of these United States 
were to do what the President and Con- 
gress of Mexico have done, and that one 
of the States was to resist and insist on 
sustaining the federal constitution and 
state rights, and a parallel case would 
be presented of the present contest be- 
tween Texas and the revolutionary gov- 
ernment of Mexico. 

In further elucidation of this subject, I 
will present an extract from a report 
made by me to the provisional govern- 
ment of Texas on the 30th of November 
last, communicating the said decree of 
3d October. 

“That every people have the right to 
change their government, is unquestion- 
able; but it is equally certain and trje, 
that this change to be morally or politi- 
cally obligatory, must be effected by the 
free expression of the community, and 
by legal and constitutional means; for 
otherwise, the stability of governments 
and the rights of the people would beat 
the mercy of the fortunate revolutionists 
of violence or faction. 

“Admitting, therefore, that a central 
and despotic, or strong government, is 
best adapted to the education and habits 
of a portion of the Mexican people, and 
that they wish it; this does not, and can- 
not, give to them the right to dictate, by 
unconstitutional means and force, to the 
other portion who have equal rights, and 
differ in opinion. 

“Had the change been effected by 
constitutional means, or had a national 
convention been convened, and every 
member of the confederacy been fairly 
represented, and a majority agreed to 
the change, it would have placed the mat- 
ter on different ground; but, even then, 
it would be monstrous to admit the prin- 
ciple, that a majority have the right toj 
destroy the minority, for the reason, that 
self-pre9ervation is superior to all politi- 
cal obligations That such a govern- 
ment ns is contemplated by the before!

ple who are so different in education, hab- 
its, customs, language, and local warns, 
from all the rest of the nation ; and espe- 
cially when a portion of the central 
party have manifested violent religious! 
and other prejudices and jealousies 
against them. But no national conven | 
tion was convened, and the constitution 
has been, and now is, violated and dis- 
regarded. The constitutional authori- 
ties of the State of Coahuily and Texas, 
solemnly protested against the change 
of government, for which act they were 
driven by military force from office, and 
imprisoned.) The people ofTexas pro- 
test against it, as they had a right to do, 
for which they have been declared reb 
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that city and imprisoned one year, three 
months of the time in solitary confine- 
ment, without books or writing materials, 
in a dark dungeon ofthe former Inqui- 
sition prison. At the close of the year 1 
was released from confinement, but de- 
tained six months in the city on heavy 
bail. It was nine months after my ar- 
rest before I was officially informed of 
the charges agaiust me, or furnished 
with a copy of them. The constitutional 
requisites were not observed, my consti- 
tutional rights as u citizen were violated, 
the people ofTexas were outraged by 
this treatment of their commissioner, 
and their respectful, humble and just 
petition was disregarded. 

These nets of the Mexican govern- 
ment, taken in consideration with many 
others and with the general revolution- 
ary situation of the interior of the repub- 
lic, and the absolute want of local gov- 
ernment in Texas, would have justified 
the people ofTexas in organizing them- 
selves as a Slate of the Mexican confed- 
eration, and if attacked for so doing in 
separating from Mexico. They would 
have been jutifiable in doing this, be- 
cause such acts were unjust, ruinous and 
oppressive, and because seif-preservation 
required a local government in Texas 
suited to the situation and necessities of 
the country and the character of its in- 
habitants. Our forefathers in ’76 flew 
to arras for much less. They resisted 
a principle, “ the theory of oppression ,” 
but in our case it was the reality — it was 
a denial of justice and our guarantied 
rights — it was oppression i'self. 

Texas, however, even under these ag- 
gravated circumstances forbore and re- 
mained quiet. The constitution, al- 
though outraged by the sport of faction 
and revolution, still existed in name, 
and the people of Texas still looked to it 
with the hope that it would be sustained 
and executed, and the vested rights of 
Texas respected, I will now proceed to 
show how this hope was defeated by the 
total prostration of the constitution, the 
destruction of the federal system, and the 
dissolution ofthe federal compact. 

It is well known that Mexico has been 
in constant revolutions and confusion, 
with only a few short intervals, ever 
since its separation from Spain in 1821. 

This unfortunate state of things has been 
produced by the efforts of the ecclesias- 
tical and arislocratical parly to oppose 
republicanism, overturn lhe federal sys- 
tem and constitution, and establish a 
monarchy or a consolidated government 
of some kind. 

In 1834, the President of the Repub- 
lic, Gen. Santa Anna, who heretofore 
was the leader and champion of the re- 
publican parly and system, became the 
head and leader of his former antago- 
nists — the aristftoratic and church party. 

With this accession and strength, this 
party triumphed. The constitutional 
general Congress of 1834, which was 
decidedly republican and federal, was 
dissolved in May of that year by a mili- 
tary order of the President before its con- 
stitutional term had expired. The coun- 
cil of government composed of half the 
Senate which, agreeably to the constitu- 
tion, ought to have been installed the 
day after closing the sessiouof Congress, 
was also dissolved; and a new revolu- 
tionary and unconstitutional Congress 
was convened by another military or- 
der of the President. This Congress 
met on the 1st of January, 1835. It was 
decidedly aristocratic, ecclesiastical and 
central in its politics. A number of 
petitioners were presented to it from 
several towns and villages, praying that 
it would change the federal form of gov- 
ernment and establish a central form. 

These petitions were all of a revolution- 
ary character, and were called “ pronun - 
ciamientos ,” or pronouncements for cen- 
tralism. They were formed by partial 
and revolutionary meetings gotten up by 
the military and priests. Petitions in 
favor of the federal system and constitu- 
tion, and protests against such revolu- 
tionary measures, were also sent in by 
the people and by some of the Stale Le- 
gislatures, who still retained firmness to 
express their opinions. The latter were 
disregarded and their authors persecuted 
and imprisoned. Tho former were con- 
sidered sufficient to invest Congress with 
plenary powers. It accordingly, by a' 
decree, deposed the constitutional Vice 
President, Gomez Farias, who was a 
leading federalist, without any impeach- 
ment or trial, or even the form of a tri- 
al. and elected another of their own par 
tv, Gen. Barragan, in his place. By 
another decree it united the Senate with 
the House of Representatives in one 
chamber, and, thu-P constituted, it de- 
clared itself invested with full powers as 
a national convention. In accordance 
with these usurped powers, it proceeded 
to annul the federal conslitution and sys- 
tem, and to establish a central or con- 
solidated government. How far it has 
progressed in the details of this new sys- 
tem is unknown to us. The decree of 
the 3d of October last, which fixes the 
outlines of the new government, is how- 
ever sufficient to show that the federal 
system and compact is dissolved and 
centralism established. The States are 
converted into departments. The de- 
cree is ns follows as translated:

excess of circulation 
gradually disappears, and prices return 
to their usual standard, by a process 
which injures no one but those who spec 
ulate on contingencies, and live upon the 
emptiness of anticipation. 

But the case is far different with pa- 
per money. That is neither the product 
or the representative of human labour, 
nor has it any intrinsick value. It may 
be made in any quantity, and it is just as 
easy to issue a bill of a hundred dollars 
as a bill of one dollar. Thus it can be 
multiplied to any extent, and must re- 
main where it is issued. It cannot, like 
silver and gold, find its way to other 
countries, for it is of no value any where 
but at home. Its value decreases pre- 
cisely in a ratio with the distance it re- 
cedes from the centre, and beyond a cer- 
tain circumference it is worth nothing, be- 
cause it possesses no intrinsick value, 
and cannot be converted to useful or or- 
namental purposes. It must, therefore, 
stay at home; and thus an increase of 
paper money has the permanent effect of 
increasing the price of every necessary 
of life. If it continues, as it does every 
year, to accumulate in this codntrv, the 
price of every thing will increase with:

it was the purcursor of the invasion of Texas by 
this General in October. 



The following extract from the New 
York Evening Post, is in coroboration of 
the views expressed by our correspon- 
dent of last week, “The Citizen of Fay- 
ette.” 

It shows conclusively, the high prices 
of produce, are caused by the substitu- 
tion of paper, for an exclusive metalic 
currency — and points to the remedy, fur 
the correction of the distress consequent 
upon escessive banking. 

The fact cannot be disguised, that the 
anormous quantities of Bank paper, 
thrown into circulation, the last year is 
now giving a fictitious value, to every 
species of property in the United States, 
and that sooner or later, this now pros 
perous country, will receive a backset, 
from which it will not soon recover. 

In Kentucky, we have a Bank of Ken 
tucky, with n capital of five million of 
dollars, with the privilege of issuing 
notes to ten millions, twice its capital. — 
We have a northern Bank with a capital 
of three millions of dollars — with the 
privilege of issuing paper to six mil - 
lions, twice its capital, we have the Lou- 
isville Bank capital two millions, with 
the privilege of issuing its notes to four 
millions ol dollars — twice its capital. 
Now the said capital of the banks just 
named is ten millions. And the amount 
of notes in circulation when they get ful- 
ly into operation, will l>e twenty millions. 
Hence the ficticious value, and high price 
now demanded for produce. And the 
danger of our banks being compelled to 
stop specie payment, if any sudden run 
is made upon them, and, hence the im 
propriety of permitting branches of the 
Pennsylvania United States Bank, being 
established in Kentucky. These bran- 
ches could wind up our Banks when they 
pleased, and would do so. This would 
he a greater evil to the community, than 
the escessive issues of our Bank’s paper 
would be. Now for the extract. 

It is first necessary to my purpose, 
that I should point out to you the broad 
and irreconcilable distinction between 
silver and gold and paper money. The 
former are in fact as much the product 
of labour, as any one of the articles you 
manufacture in your business, or any 
other work of your hands. They must 
first be dug from the earth; they must be 
separated with vast care and great ex- 
pense. from the grosser substances with 
which they are always combined; they 
must be transported at considerable cost 
from place to place, and they must be 
coined for the purpose of circulation. 
Thus every silver dollar in the United 
States may be truly said to have cost an 
equal value in labour of various kinds, 
and is, therefore, the honest representa- 
tive of that labour and that value. 

Silver and gold can never be m iltipli- , 
ed to a greater excess than any other pro- j 
duct of the soil, and of human labourj 
They have an intrinsick value precisely j 
in proportion to the labour and difficulty | 
of procuring them, and to their uses eitll- \ 
er as money, or as materials for useful j 
or ornamental purposes; and this value 
is recognized by till commercial ami civ 
ilized nations. A silver dollar is worth

The loaf of bread which costs 
you a shilling will not satisfy your hun- 
ger a bit more than one costs you six- 
pence, unless it is larger. The load of 
wood will not warm you better by costing 
you double, and so on with every article 
of comfort or necessity. This is so ob- 
vious that it requires no further- illustra- 
tion. 

I will now proceed to show you howr 
this state of things, this increase in the 
prices of every thing affects you, and 
you alone of all the great classes of so- 
ciety. This enhanced price is of no con- 
sequence to the person who* buys these- 
arttcles to sell again, because he disposes* 
ol them at a profit which enables him to 
pay this enhanced price on all that part 
which he consumes. This is a universal 
axiom of trade, and hence the price the: 
trader gives is of little or no consequence;, 
provided lie sells at the usual profit. It: 
is not the dealer but the consumer that 
pays the piper, and here it is my friends 
that the shoe pinches you, and you alone.. 

You do not buy fuel, food, and raiment- 
to sell again. You are the consumers, ^ 
and what you pay for these articles, you. 
receive again, not in money or goods, but 
in the indispensable necessities and com- 
forts of lite. You burn your wood, you 
eat your food, and you wear out your 
clothes. I he price you pay is therefore 
forever lost to you. Here then is the 
true secret of poverty and pauperism- 
and this is the reason why high prices, 
and an exuberance of paper money, are 
ever the preludes to distress among those 
who live exclusively by the labour of 
their hands. As I told you before, you 
have no remedy, but to stand by old An- 
drew Jackson in his glorious crusade a- 
gainst paper rags, and to give your votes 
to those, and those alone, who will carry 
out his principles, not only in the Gener- 
al but the Stale Government.

tviih demonstrations of joy and indica 
ions ot hearty approval. Celebrations in 
honor ol this anomaly in the world’s his- 
tory, were held in various parts of the 
country; while the federal maxim that a 
“national debt is a national blessing.” 
was on every band strongly repudiated. 
These things were well; now let us see 
bow this and kindred principles have 
been carried out by those professedly 
their advocates. While the General 
Government has been labouring by rigid 
economy to annuel the National Debt, 
the State governments have been rushing 
into all manner of excessive expendi-; 
lure, involving themselves in debt, and 
hurihening the people with taxation. 

I hat which they deprecated as an evil 
when applied to the whole country, they 
have practically sanctioned as a blessing 
when applied to a single, state. While 
the general administration bus been en- 
deavoring to reform the currency and 
place it upon the constitutional basis, the 
State Governments have been increasing 
and extending domestic, incorporations 
and flooded the country with paper issues. 
While the former has severed the link u- 
niting the Government to a private in- 
corporation, and is exerting all its ener- 
gies to restrain the credit system, the 
latter are chaining themselves to simi- 
lar institutions — selling their credit at 
public auction — and providing ample! 
means for the practice of fraud, garni) 
ling and speculation. Such is the man- 
ner in which the leading rncasurcsof the 
general administration have been met on 
the part ol the stale Governments. It 
is perhaps needless to say, what must be 
obvious to every person, that this condi- 
tion ol things cannot long endure, and 
and tho democratic party maintain its as- 
cendency. Our opponents know this; 
and hence we find them inventing and 
urging forward schemes that must even- 
tuate in embarrassing the states and 
placing them at the mercy of that party 
which boasts of holding in its bands the 
wealth of the nation. These are the 
means that have been found effectual in I 
bringing Pennsylvania in subjection toj 
the United States Bank; and to the same 
condition will New York ere long be re-j 
luced, unless her farther advance be. 
checked by the Vising voice of an indig- 
nant people. We cannot better close! 
our remarks than by inviting the atten 
tion to the following extract of a letter! 
dated 

Washington, Feb. 22, 1830. 
‘Public men here entertain the most 
serious and painful apprehensions upon 
the subject of the currency and the in- 
crease of money incorporation. Penn- 
sylvania has, by the re-charter of the U. 
S. Bank, incorporated thirty-five millions 
of capital; Louisiana has recently incor- 
porated twelve millions; Alabama, I do 
not know bow much, but a very large in- 
crease; New York has increased the cap- 
ital of the City Banks one half for two 
.ears, which is nine millions; they have 
authorized the Corporation to borrow up- 
on stock six millions; the Bank commit- 
tee at Albany have reported in favour of 
five or six millions; Indiana has created 
an internal stock 'o the amount of ten 
millions; Maine, Massachusetts, and sev- 
eral of ihe other states, propose to in- 
crease their bank capital, and where all 
this extension of the credit system will) 
end, Heaven only knows. The spirit of 
speculation will run wild and men be ! 
come made, in their efforts lo make 
money. I will not undertake to say| 
where all this will end; but it is evident 
the public mind is agitated and disturbed, 
and men of judgement and reflection 
seetn to feel and act as though there was 
some severe crisis at hand. All the 
leading men of the administration in this 
city are open and unqualified in their 
condemnation of such an extension of 
the credit system; and they seriouslv ap- 
prehend that the State governments will 
frustrate alb the efforts of the General 
Governments to reform the currency and 
check the spirit of monopoly, unless the 
people are roused up to united action and 
resistance.”
